“ 2.1” can stand withou t any “2.2.” If y ou find only one su bordinate idea 
under “2” , there s no reason to inv ent another. 
No tice that any entries into “ I.” and “2.” mu st be eq u al imp ortance.

U.S. China’s No. I Enemy 


Signs that “ the dust is beginning to settle in China again” are con­ 


sidered deceptive. 
When Lowell D. Skinner of Akron, O .-The American GI Korean 
war turncoat-arriv ed in Hong Kong after in y ears’ forced serv ice 
as a lathe operator for the 
Communists in Red China, he was re­ 
ported by cable dispatches as having said: 
“ Anti-American feeling in China is not as great as anti-Russian 
There has been a notable increase in the violence of anti-Russian 
statements ev er since the Russian technicians were withdrawn in the 


late 19 50s.” 
There is a lot of wishful thinking in Washington and other free 
world capitals that the split between Russia and Red China will de- 


v elop into a full-scale war. 
The hope seems to be that they will destroy each other completely 
and that international communism will perish from earth at the same 


time. 
That would be a historical solution by letting the dust settle. 
For thousands of y ears China has been overrun by invasions. 
China has absorbed them all and survived. In modern times, J apan 
has tried to take over and make over China in two wars, failing both 


times. 
When the United States and its allies liberated China in World 
War II, they became the No. I enemy of the Chinese Communists, 
who overran the mainland and drove out the Nationalist government. 
Then came the Russian wav e of domination, beginning with a 30- 
y ear treaty of friendship signed in 19 49 . In less than IO y ears Russia 
began to renege on its promised aid and to repudiate the treaty , be­ 


ing unable to swallow China. 
So the Russians now are the No. I enemy of the Chinese. But it 
does not follow that the dust is beginning to settle in China, in another 


moment of history . 
The diary of a former congressman, Dr. Walter H. J udd, R-Minn., 
provides an Illustration of this. One entry cov ers a February 19 50 
briefing on China policy which former Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son gav e a group of Republican congressmen who were worried about 


the situation. 
Chiang Kai-shek’s government had fled to Formosa in December 
19 49 . India recognized Red China immediately . The United Kingdom 
followed. There was fear the United States would follow suit to estab­ 
lish a two-China policy . 
Then the Red Chinese made the mistake of seizing the American 
consulate in Peking. President Truman decided that the United States 
would never recognize a bunch of bandits. 
This ended that worry . But it still left unanswered the question 
of what American China policy really was. Acheson tried to straighten 
it out in a series (rf closed congressional hearings and major public 
addresses. 
At the press club on J an. 12, 19 50, in what was probably his most 
controversial speech, Acheson drew a line on the American defense 
perimeter in the Pacific—the Aleutians, J apan, the Ry ukus—leaving 
out Korea and Formosa. 
Immediately he was in hot water, and he was still up to his chin 
when he was invited to appear before the Republican congressmen. 
No minutes of the meeting were kept, and memories of those who 
Were there and what they said are vague. 
In his briefing the secretary analy zed Red China’s weaknesses 
but did not predict its collapse. 
When he was asked what American policy would be in this situa­ 
tion. the entry in J udd’s diary shows that the secretary replied, “ We’ll 
let the dust settle.” 
In full fairness to Acheson, it may be reported that he does not 
now think the dust is settling in Red China. 
The United States is still the principal enemy of the Chinese Com­ 
munist government, as the strongest power of so-called capitalist 
imperialism. 
The dispute between Red China and Soviet Russia does not settle 
any dust. It just raises more dust of a different kind. 
Interestingly enough, this is also the opinion of J udd.

About 25.000 prematures die an­ 
nually in the United States of lung 
difficulties. 
Indeed, 
the 
so-called 
respiratory distress sy ndrome is the 
chief cause of death in the new 
born. 
Although the cause is not pre­ 
cisely known, sev eral factors may 
be responsible. 
In any individual 
case one or more (rf these may be 
operating. 
In some cases, the infant may 
have inhaled some of the fluid that 
surrounds it prior to birth. In some, 
too great a concentration of ox y 
gen 
in 
the 
incubator 
has 
been 
blamed. Recent studies hav e shown 
that clamping the umbilical cord 
before the baby has taken more 
than one breath is an important 
cause. Another factor is an obscure 
condition known as hy aline mem 
brane disease. 
When the umbilical cord is clamp­ 
ed before breathing is established, 
the blood pressure in the infant’s 
not-y et fully ex panded lungs is so 
great that the blood plasma may 
be forced into some of the air sacs. 
This, like drowning from within, 
cuts down the lung surface that is 
available for the ex change of ox y 
gen 
and 
carbon 
diox ide 
in 
the 
blood. 
The cause of the hy aline mem 
brane disease is still not w’ell un 
derstood. 
A positiv e diagnosis of 
this condition is frequently not pos­ 
sible until an ex amination of the 
infant is made after birth. 
In this condition, much of the 
surface in the air sacs is coated 
with a membrane that either does 
not form in fully developed infants 
or is dissolved by enzy mes in the 
lungs before birth. In either case. 
it is clear that an infant needs 
nearly the full tem! of pregnancy 
in order for his lungs to function 
properly at birth. 
No matter what the cause of the 
respiratory distress sy ndrome, the 
baby ’s respirations are rapid and 
gasping. He must be kept ly ing on 
his stomach to prevent further com­ 
plications from inhaling mucus, sa­ 
liva or stomach contents. His stom­ 
ach must be emptied by aspiration, 
if necessary , and ox y gen must be 
given, preferably under increased 
pressure in an air-tight incubator. 
About 50 per cent of all infants 
with 
this 
disease 
die 
within 
48 
hours. If they liv e three or four 
day s they have a fair chance of 
recov ery , but ev en then there is 
danger that the disease may hav e 
weakened the heart or left the baby 
in poor shape to withstand infec­ 
tions. 
In spite of all the medical ad­ 
v ances of the past 50 y ears, we 
cannot do as well for the under­ 
developed infant as nature can do 
by keeping him inside his mother’s 
body until full term is reached.

Life Is Strug g le 
To Sid ney Po itier 


i t Pm Nev er To o Bu sy to See o n Old Frien d !"

NEW YORK i.W— “I think of life as 
a struggle,” said Sidney Poitier, "and 
struggle at the core of which is 
man’s effort to fashion order out 
of chaos. 
Because he has a mind and a 
brain, he is predooomed to this strug­ 
gle eternally .” 


At 39 Poitier, a man who say s he 
“ had to liv e in a hurry ,” is rated 
by many as the world’s greatest 
Negro actor. 
Although he feels that personally 
he is the ex ception to racial discrim­ 
ination in the theater—“ if there is 
an ex ception” —Sidney has taken a 
leading role in the fight against seg­ 
regation. 
“ I have to be activ e in it,” he said, 
because I believ e that out of that 
chaos must come social order. And 
part of that order will be integra­ 
tion.” 


“ Poitier’s own life has been a v ic­ 
torious struggle against ignorance 
and poverty . Raised in barefoot 
and happy freedom on an island 
in the Bahamas, he came to this 
country at the age of 15 after only 
one y ear of formal schooling. 
Before he jointed the Army , which 
trained him in phy siotherapy . Sidney 
worked as a longshoreman, ditch dig­ 
ger. pin boy in a bowling alley , 
truck driver, store clerk and parking 
lot attendant. 


It was after leaving the service 
in 19 45 that he decided to become 
an actor. He set out in an intensive 
program of self-education, listening 
to the radio to improve his pro­ 
nunciation, 
endlessly 
reading 
and 
study ing the dictionary to build his 
vocabulary . 
He worked as a janitor to sup­ 
port himself while taking acting 
lessons. 
“ It was lonely work, and I hate 
lon en ess,” he recalled. “ But lone­ 
liness has been my partner all my 
life—and still is to some ex tent. 
“ I don’t lead a social life. I don’t 
go to dances or night clubs. I am 
as much of a recluse as I can be 
and not have it too noticeable. My 


greatest recreation is doing tilings 
with my three children.” 
Poitier won recognition from critics 
in such stormy pictures as “ The De­ 
fiant Ones” and “ The Blackboard 
J ungle.” In his latest film, “ Lilies of 
the Field,” he play s a low-key role 
as a wandering workman who comes 
to the aid of five refugee nuns try ing 
to build a chapel in Hie Arizona des­ 
ert. 
“ I’ve been the angry y oung man 
for too long,” he said. “ I want now 
to do pictures that make people feel 
glad they ’re human—and that point 
out being aliv e is fun.”

Unknown; Story 
Labeled Fantastic 


DOWNERS GROVE. III. IR - The 
fate of a bank executive who for 
years fixed the books to hide another 
man’s $24,429 overdrawn check short­ 
age remained undecided today. 
U.S. Atty. Jam es P. O’Brien said 
Wednesday the federal government 
had no immediate plans to make ar­ 
rests in connection with the .shortage 
at the Citizens National Bank of 
Downers Grove. 
Reino P. Makela, 51, promoted to a 
vice presidency in January, told fel­ 
low officials he was duped into cov­ 
ering up overdrawn checks of a for­ 
mer Downers Grove businessman, 
unheard from in years. 
“ The story he told us in his confes­ 
sion was fantastic but apparently 
true,** bank President C. E, Hack- 
lander said. The story was backed 
up Wednesday in a lie test. 
Du Page County officials said they, 
too, must study the case further to 
decide if Makela will be charged. 
The U.S. attorney’s office has been 
given an FBI report, made after an 
audit turned up the shortage. 
Directors of the bank have accept­ 
ed Makela’s resignation. A church 
elder, Sunday School teacher and 
Boy Scout leader, he had worked for 
the bank since 1940.
